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This is a decision on the petition filed on 27 August, 2001, inappropriately under 37 C.F.R. 
§1.182, requesting that the Continued Prosecution Application (CPA) filed on 14 March, 2000, 
and based on prior application No, 08/660,814 (issued as U.S. Patent No. 6,038,443 on 14 
March, 2000) be treated as a continuation application under 37 C.F.R. § 1.53(b), rather than 37 
C.F.R. §1. 53(d), and be accorded a filing date of 14 March, 2000. A subsequent petition, this 
appropriately under 37 C.F.R. § 1.53(e), was filed via FAX on 25 February, 2002, to that same 
end. 



The petition under 37 C.F.R. §1. 53(e) is GRANTED , and the petition under 37 C.F.R. §1.182 is 
DISMISSED as moot .
